Bell, of the fifth ward, Monday after- 
noon introduced a resolution in coun- 
cil asking that a committee of citizens 
be appointed to investigate the matter. 

The author of the resolution offered 
the explanation that he had asked for 
a committee of citizehs beeause of his 
belief that tone- of the members of the 
general coun¢il would be eligible to 
servé, “as all of them may have done 
something.”

“Whereas, it is generally rumored about 
the city hall that certain members of cown- 
cil have participated in contracts. made. by 
the city for building and improvement of 
property belonging to the city and that 
some of these contracts were made by one 
member and-tet to another, bo of said 
members being at the same time members 
of committees having the particular mat- 
ter in charge; and 
4.‘*‘Whereas, it is rumore! that certain 
members are engaged in seilinzg supplies to 
the city, which may beperfectly iegiti- 
mate, but ought to be estabiisned; and 
* “Whereas, it is rumored” that certain 
members of council have endeevored to se- 
cure supplies for their own use on. city 
contracts for such supplies; and 

“Whereas, other members are said to 
have endeavoied to sell supplies’ and equip- 
ment to the city; and 

“Whereas, these rumors are injurious to 
the reputation of the entire membership 
of this body and ought to be set at rest 
by establishment of the facts. Be it 

“Resolved, That a committee of citizens 
be appointed to investigate the matter and 
report back to council for such action as 
the facts may justify.”’ 


Bell Explains Resolution. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
resolution ‘Councilman Bell explained 
that he had asked for a citizen’s com- 
mittee on the idea that “not a man in 
council would be eligible to serve, be- 
cause,” said he, “all of them may have 
done something.”

sometimes as much as $1,400 in two days, 
in a lavish and far-reaching propaganda 
intended to persuade the public: 

1. That the national administration in 
Washington demands a generai increase in 
the rates of public utilities. 

2. That the company is obliged to take 
money from the public, in the form of in- 
creased rates, to finance additional develop- 
ments to operate industries essential to the 
conduct of the war. 

3. That unless the company is allowed 
by the railroad commission to increase its 


‘rates it will probabiy be forced into bank- 
| ruptcy. 


The first proposition is a manifest absurd- 
ity. The national administration does un- 
doubtedly desire increased rates for public 
utilities where they are justified—but cer- 


thinly it has not commifgted itseif to the | 


proposition that the public’s burden should 
be made heavier unless such increases are 
to be actually and imperatively 
needed. 

The second proposition can be answered 
in two ways. In the first place, if addi- 
tional industries must be located in north 
Georgia to prosecute the war, and if addi- 
tional water power must be developed by 
the Georgia Hailway and Power company 
to operate these industries, and if the com- 
pany is obliged to have money to finance 
these developments, then let the company 
apply to the war industries board in Wash- 
ington, created by congress and endowed 
with a revolving capital of $500,000,000 spe- 
cifically to render financial assistance in 
precisely such situations. 

If the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany is really in need of additional capital 
to develop additional water power to oper- 
ate additional industries actually essential 
to the conduct of the war, it can borrow 
the money from the war industries board at 
a lower rate of interest than it could have 
borrowed from its eastern bankers in nor- 
mal times. 

But aside from this, if the people of At- 
lanta are going to be taxed $1,800,000 a 
year to raise the rates of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company—which is the tax 
they will pay if the company is allowed its 
proposed increase of 33 1-3 per cent in all 
departments—and if the company is going 
to invest this money in new property and 
new hydro-electric piants, it would be vastly 
cheaper for the people, and vastly more 
advisable in the long run, to pay their 
money for their own street railroad, elec- 
tric light, electric power and gas utilities, 
municipally owned and operated at actual 
cost like the waterworks, than to pay their 
money to enlarge the properties of the Geo. - 
gia Railway and Power company. 

Thus disposing of the first and second 
propositions, we.come to the third—the com- 
pany’s proposition that it faces bankruptcy 
unless allowed to increase its raies. If the 
company really is planning to develop addi- 
tional power with the $1,800,000 per year 
whith it proposes to take out of the public’s 
pocket, then manifestly it does not need 
this enormous increase in current revenues, 
either to pay operating expenses or to pay 
dividends. But iet that pass. \ 

Intended to Alarm. 


Obviously intended to alarm the public, 
though really such a prospect, even if immi- 
nent, would afford no occasion for public 
apprehension, the company’s threat of a 
probably receivership demands investigation 
of the actual facts concerning its earnings 
and financial condition. 

In 1912 the Georgia Railway and Electric 
company found itself enjoying such mag- 
nificent prosperity that its leaders conceived 
the idea of reaching out and taking hold 
of all the water powers of any consequence 
in the whole northern portion of the state, 

By a process of self-expansion they map- 
ped out the organization of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company. Their pian 
provided for the issuance of $30,000,000 of 
ponds, $2,000,000 of first preferred stock, 
$10,000,000 of second preferred stock, and 
$15,000,000 of common stock. . On submitting 
their plan to the railroad commission for its 
approval, which was “ger emg | before they 
could carry it through, they failed to con- 
vince that body that such an enormous 
capitalization was safe or sound. The rail- 
road commission denied their application by 
a vote of three to two. Subsequently the 
financiers went back with a second presenta- 
tion of their plan. This time they secured 
the commisston’s approval! by a vote of three 
to two, but Messrs. C. Murphey Candler, now

This transactions established the 
company in practical ownership of the elec- 
tric company, which delivered up its earn- 
ings to the power company to be used in 
financing the far-flung project of monopoliz- 
ing the water power resources of the whole 
of north Georgia. 

Then the power company began to issue 
bonds) Some of these bonds it sold for 
cash, below par value, to purchasers whose 
names, and the prices they paid, will be 
brought to light by the people’s committee 
in the hearing to be had of the company’s 
pending petition for increased rates. Some 
of these bonds it paid as a purchase price 
to the owners of undeveloped water powers 
in north Georgia. The purchase prices al- 
lowed these owners wil! be brought to light 
by the people's committee. Also the com- 
mittee will undertake to disclose whether 
any of these water powers, and, if so, how 
many, have yet been developed into pro- 
ducers of actual harnessed power. Also 
the committee will undertake to disclose 
what bonus, if any, was presented as a gift 
to the bondholders in the form of power 
company common stock. The total bonds is- 
sued to date, out of the total authorized 
issue of $30,000,000, are about $12,500,000. 
The total common stock issue, it will be 
recalled, is $15,000,000. 

Pyramid ef Capitalization. 

Having thus assumed the burden of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric companys 
securities and having thus increased the 
burden by the addition of $2,000,000 first 
preferred stock and $10,000,000 second pre- 
ferred stock and $15,000,000 common stock 
and $12,500,000 of bonds which have been 
issued to date, the process of reorganiza- 
tion was complete. The child begotten by 
enormous earnings had become the parent, 
and the parent corporation had become the 
child. Let us now examine the power 
company’s earnings and find out how 
weil the people of Atlanta and north Geor- 
gia are supportnig this pyramid of capital- 
ization, 

The power company’s sworn statements 
on file in the office of the railroad commis- 
sion discloses the fact that the company 
on January 1, 1918, had accumulated a sur- 
pius, in the five years since it was organ- 
ized, of $2,719,944.28. 

That is to say, the pqwer company paid 
all costs of operation ring each of the 
five years, paid the interest on the bonds 
of the electric company and its sub- 
sidiaries during each of the five years and 
paid the guaranteed dividends on the pre- 
ferred and common stock of the electric 
company as required by the lease of the 
electric company’s properties and wiich 
payments it is pleased to designate 4s 
its interesting system of uac- 
counting; paid the interest on the power 
company’s bends during each of the five 
years, and still had left, on January 1, 
sia Be an accumulated surplus of $2,719,- 
44.28. 

Take out of this accumulated surplus the 
remarkable ‘‘depreciation’’ charge of $883,- 
382, which the company claims it is en- 
titled to, and there would still be left a 
balance of $1,831,562. 

Take out of this balance the sum of 
$340,000 to pay accumulated dividends on 
the first preferred stock, which the com- 
pany claims are now in defauit, and) there 
would still be left a bajance of $1,491,562. 

Take out of this balance the sum of §40v,- 
000 to pay a non-cumulative dividend of 4 
per cent for 1917 on the power company’s 
$10,000,000 of second preferred stock, which 
it gave away as a free gift of bonus, and 
there would still be left a balance of 
$1,091,562. 

Take out of this balance the sum of 
$600,000 to pay a dividend of 4 per cent 
for the year 1917 on the power company’s 
$15,000,000 of common stock, every dollar 
of which is pure water, and there would 
still be left a balance of $491,562. 

That is the condition of the Georgia 
Railway, and Power company—its true 
financial -condition as disclused by its 
own sworn reports to the railroad com- 
mission. 

In the face of such a showing, how cun 
the company justify its petition for in- 
creased rates of 331-3 per cent in all de- 
partments? ”

The fact is that the price paid by the 
people of Atlanta on the basis of existing

As- 
gument in all other anti-trust cases 
now pending before the court except 
the anthracite suit have been postponed 
until next year because of the war. 

When the case was argued, attorneys 
for the company insisted that the com- 
bination was not of competitors, but 
was formed merely to co-ordinate many 
machines used, into one manufacturing 
plant located at Beverly, Mass. These 
a lacs were denied by the govern- 
ment.

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PLAYING WITH FIRE. 


Those Irishmen who subscribe to the 
principle embodied in the declaration that 
they will “die in their own doors before they 
will fight side by side with England in this 
war” are playing with fire. 

Among the bravest and most gallant 
heroes of the present war are Irishmen; 
some ‘of the most brilliant leaders of the 
British forces against the Hun are [Irish- 
men; deeds of valor and daring that will go 

down in history and live as long as the 
records of the war have been done by Irish- 
men on the battlefields of France, fighting 
‘side by side with theip/ brothers in the cause 
‘of democracy, human rights, and liberty. 

What a pity it is that the whole of the 
‘Irish population is not back of these bril- 
liant heroes to encourage, sustain and 
strengthen them! 

And yet a large element is working to 
_ precisely the opposite end by engaging in 

dissension and discord and rebellion at 
home! 

If this thing continues it will alienate 
from the Irish the sympathy the whole 
world has long had for them in their long: 
ing for home rule—for it will show that 
ghey are not worthy of it. 

A faction that will seize upon a-crisis 
like that of the present time to capitalize a 
‘world-wide dilemma in which civilization 
itself is in the balance, and engage in subtle 
machinations and intrigue with the common 
enemy of mankind in order to bring about 
that which is inevitable through orderly 
processes, will justly be looked upon by the 
rest of the world as an element not to be 


the enemy, they delay the winning for the 
whole world what they profess to demand 


| for themselves. And Irishmen who lead or 


participate in such rebellious demonstra- 
tions are sacrificing the blood of their own 
brothers. 


THE LEGAL WAY BEST. 


Within the last few days five negroes 
have been lynched in Brooks and Lowndes 
counties for alleged complicity in the recent 
murder of a respected white citizen. 

‘The last victim of the mob was a negro 
woman, who, for making “unwise remarks” 
about the lynching of her husband on the 
previous day, was taken to a river bridge 
and hanged, her body riddled with bullets. 

It may be that each of the five negro 
victims deserved death. A foul murder was 
committed, and every one of the negroes 
charged with having had ‘a hand in it may 
have been guilty, for all we know to the 
contrary. 

But the point is that none was proven 
guilty; none was accorded his constitu- 
tional right to a chance to establish his 
innocence by lawful, dispassionate trial. 

And right there is the harmfulness. and 
the danger in the whole proceeding. 

If the suspects were guilty that fact 
could have been established in a court of 
law in an orderly, legal manner; and the 
law provides the penalty. And, if they were 
guilty, they would no doubt have suffered 
the same punishment that they received at 
the hands of an infuriated mob—that is, 
death. x 

And it would have been much better for 
the state, and much more effective, than in- 
fliction of the death penalty by the mob 
violence method. 

Every recurrence of crime that is taken 
as provocation of lynching supports: addi- 
tional proof of the ineffectiveness of lynch 
law to stamp out crime. 

The best and the most effective way to 
inflict punishment for crime—and the only 
means compatible with the principles of 
civilized society—is the orderly and the 
legal way. 

The other way—mob violence and lynch- 
ing by a band of frenzied citizens—is humil- 
iating to decency and a harmful disgrace to 
the state. 


ITALY’S WAR ANNIVERSARY. 


Friday, May 24, will mark the third an- 
niversary of Italy’s entrance into the war, 
and President Wilson has suggested that ‘a 
nation-wide celebration in commemoration 
of that event be held by the American 
people. ° 

The suggestion is as appropriate as 
Italy’s part in the war has been noteworthy, 
and it should be acted upon by American 
cities generally. 

The fact that prior to the great war Italy 
was one of the powers constituting the 
“triple alliance,” Germany and Austria- 
Hungary being the other two, gives to Italy’s 
attitude a significance not attaching to that 
of any of the other powers involved. And 
the further fact that, when the political af- 
fairs of the world reached a point demand- 
ing that Italy express a preference between 
the two sets of belligerents in the early 
part of 1915, it elected to withdraw from the 
“triple alliance” and pit its war strength on 
the side of the enemies of the central pow- 
ers, gives to its participation in the war a 
significance that makes it conspicuous. 

As between democracy and autocracy, 
Italy seceded from its alliance with the one 
and staked its all on the side of the other. 

Well does the president call the atten- 
tion of the American people to— 


“the burden which Italy has borne so he- 
roically during these three years—to the 
valiant struggle of her armies, to the 
no less valiant struggle of her civilian 
population, to her fortitude in defeat and 
her moderation in victory.” 


And he fittingly suggests that— 


“on this anniversary the people of the 
United States, by the display of Italian 
flags on public and private buildings, by 
meetings and demonstrations and all 
other appropriate means, show their de- 
votion to their great-hearted comrade in 
arms, and their gratitude for her serv- 
ices ‘in the cause of universal democracy.” 
Such a mark of respect—employment of 
such a means of signaling Italy that we have 
not forgotten the significance of May 24 as 
it is recognized by her own people, and of 
demonstrating our feeling of brotherhood 
and comradeship in arms—will undoubtedly 
tend to stiffen the courage of the Italians, 
soldiers and civilians alike, and, in carrying 
to them assurance that we are appreciative 
co-belligerents to the end, will tend to stim- 
ulate their enthusiasm and their strength. 
Atlanta should do its full and appro 


priate part in recognition of the day!

A Soldier’s Funeral in Paris.

The two boys were incredibly happy. Two 
mornings before they had landed in Paris. 
What a reception they had had in the sol- 
diers’ club from the splendid French women! 
How good the hot bath had seemed! Clean 
linen, a fresh shave, a good breakfast, a soft 
cot, plenty of blankets, twenty-four hours’ 
sleep, and they wakened up new men. The 
first morning they walked along the streets, 
looking into the shop windows; in the after- 
noon one of the ladies took them to a moy- 
ing picture show, and now on the second 
day here they were, at a little table before 
the cafe in one of the best restaurants in the 
Latin quarter, with good red wine and black 
coffee, and plenty of cigarettes, and not even 
the boom of cannon to disturb their conver- 
sation. Strange that in three days they could 
have passed from the uttermost of hell to 
the uttermost of safety and peace. “These 
are good times,” said one of the boys, “and 
we are in them.” 

They heard a policeman shouting. Look- 
ing up, they saw a singular spectacle. Just 
in front of them was a poor old hearse drawn 
by two horses, whose black trappings touch- 
ed the ground. Shabbier hearse never was 
seen. Strangest of all, there was only a 
little thin, black-robed girl walking behind 
the hearse. There were no hired mourners 
as usual. There was no large group of 
friends walking with heads bared in token 
of reverence; there was no priest, no car- 
riages followed after. Saddest of all, there 
was not even a flower. What could these 
things mean? How strange that when they 
were so happy this little woman could be 
so sad. 

Suddenly one of the soldier boys arose. 
He stepped into the street and looked into 
the hearse. There he saw these words: “A 
Soldier of France.” He began to question the 
woman. Lifting her veil, he saw a frail girl, 
and while the traffic jam increased she told 
her story. The soldier had been wounded at 
the battle of the Marne. He was one of the 


first to be brought to Paris. He never walk- 


ed again. “I am very poor; I have only one 
franc a day. We have no friends. I borrowed 
money for the hearse.” 

The boy returned to his fellows. ‘Fal] in 
line, boys!” he shouted. “Here is a soldier of 
France. This little girl has taken care of 
him for three years on one franc a day. Line 
up, everybody, and tell the men to swallow 
their coffee and wine and fall into the pro- 
cession. Go into the shops and say that a 
soldier of France lies here.” When that 
hearse began to move there were twenty 
men and women walking as mourners behind 
the body. Two soldier boys walked beside 
the frail little girl with her heavy crepe, As 
the soldiers walked along beside the hearse 
the procession began to grow. On and on 
for two long miles this slowly moving com- 
pany increased in number until one hundred 
were in line, and when they came into God's 
acre they buried the poor boy as if he were 
a king coming in with trumpets and battles, 
for he was a soldier of France.

Heartily indorsing the editorial in The 
Constitution of Sunday, calling for the pav- 
ing of Peachtree street, prominent automo- 
bile men of that thoroughfare yesterday de- 
clared that Atlanta was being brought into 
disrepute over the south as the result of the 
deplorable condition of the city’s main 
artery. ' 

Leading dealers were 4 unit in the decla- 
nation that the notoriety the city is getting 
as the result of the stories told about her 
streets, and especially about Peachtree, by 
delegates to conventions, is proving injuri- 
ous to Atlanta in a business way. 

Man after man declared that it was time 
to call a haltto procrastination andto start 
work, and that if a new paving could not be 
put down at present the street should at 
least be patched immediately so as to be 
passable. 

Street Committee Sustained. 

City council Monday sustained the recom- 
mendation of the street committee in reject- 
ing bids on the paving of Peachtree from 
James to Pine, and instructed Chief of Con- 
struction H. L Collier to @o ahead and do 
the work with the city’s construction force. 
Mr. Collier stated Monday that there was no 
worth in the objections brought by critics of 
this plan, ahd that with the proper co- 
operation he felt sure he could “go over the 
top” and give the city and property owners 
full value for their money. 

Mr. Collier also issued a statement an- 
swering a card from T. D..Meador, Jr., of 
the Meador Construction company, which 
offered the lowest bid on this work, rejected 
by the committee. 

“Peachtree is going to be paved, even if 
we have to take up a pwhblic subscription to 
pay for the city’s share of the expense,” 
said J. W. Goldsmith, Jr., a prominent awuto- 
mobile agent and vice president of the At- 
lanta Automobile association, when asked 
about the condition of Peachtree. 


Joke of All Conventions. 

“Tl was surprised and disappointed when 
the Meador bid was turned down. If we wait 
oh the city to pave the street we will be 
three or four years without paving. To be- 
gin with, the city has never put down a 
first-class pavement. West Peachtree from 
junction to junction was paved only two 
years ago, and the only way you can ride 
over it now is to stay on the car tracks. The 
present form of municipal government has 
proved that it is inadequate to deal with the 
problems of a growing city. The streets 
have never been in worse condition than 
they are now. 

“The condition of Peachtree street is the 
joke of all good roads conventions, and is a 
disgrace to the south. The notoriety Atlanta 
is getting from the holes in Peachtree is 
hurting her. And it is no use putting down 
temporary paving, for that is ® waste of 
money. If it takes a bond issue to take care 
of the paving or a radical change in the form 
of government for Atlanta, Peachtree must 
be paved. In front of this place of business 
the surface paving has worn away and the 
concrete has worn away until the red old 
dirt of Atlanta smiles at all passers-by.” 

“People all over the United States have 
heard about Atlanta, the Atlanta Spirit and 
what the folks down here do,” said Wylie 
West, manager of the Firestone Rubber com- 
pany. “Many conventions are brought here, 
and the visitors like Atlanta for twenty- 
five or thirty minutes, until they get on 
Peachtree street, and then they start getting 
jolts. The progressive, wide-awake citizens 
are held back by a bunch of narrow-minded 
politicians. Why, when I go to these good 
roads meetings and start to make a speech 
the crowd jeers. At the last meeting I at- 
tended in the interests of good roads, one 
man yelled out, ‘What do you know about 
good roads? You're from Atlanta. Why 
don’t you pave Peachtree”? 


Dalton Streets Better. 

“Peachtree is the retail street of the 
metropolis of the south, and fs not as well 
paved as the main street of Dalton. But I 
believe in looking on the bright side of life. 
I saw a wagon with seven blocks in it a few 
minutes ago, and I knew that they were go- 
ing to mend Peachtree somewhere. There is 
a hole 14 inches deep in front of my place, 
and that hole has done more to fatten the 
profits of automobile spring and tire dealers 
than any amount of advertising. I am in 
favor of a bond issue to put a permanent 
paving on Peachtree.” 

“As a citizen of Atlanta, not as an auto- 
mobile man, I would like to make a state- 
ment in regard to the conditions of Peach- 
tree street,” said R. S. Nash. “There is only 
one way to get anything done in the city of 
Atlanta—cut out the red tape. The city of 
Atlanta should adopt the administration pol- 
icies that are being used and have been used 
by the larger corporations of this country 
and that are now used by the government 
to expedite all matters pertaining to busi- 
ness propositions in general. If a bond issue 
will bring this about in the city of Atlanta, 
let’s have one. The streets of the city are in 
an unspeakable condition. Either fill in the 
ruts and holes ormake swimming pools out 
of them, so that they will be useful to some- 
body.” 5 

J. H. Lewis, manager of the Dixon’s 
graphite automobile lubricants, in commend- 
ing the stand of The Constitution, said: “1 
certainly want a permanent pavement put 
down on Peachtree.” 

Like Driving Over Trenches. 

Vv. C. Criswell, manager of the Republic 
Rubber company, said that riding over 
Peachtree street was like driving over the 
trenches. “Atlanta is a one-street town, any- 
way, and that one street ought to be good,” 
continued Mr. Criswell. “Peachtree is our 
comel’s back, and we should have the best 
that can be bought to pave it, and get it 
done soon.” 

“I am with The Constitution,” said J. M. 
Niskey; “Peachtree should be paved at once 
with durable materials. You can’t run two 


blocks on it now without ruining a rim.” 
“The solution of this street problem is 


the laying of proper foundation under the 
rails and using heavier rails for the street 
car tracks,” said A. A. Grant, of the Hood 
Tire company. 

“The editorial in Sunday’s Constitution 
reflects my opinion on the condition of 
Peachtree street,” stated J. B. Renshaw, of 
the Studebaker corporation. “I am in favor 
of a bond issue so that.the succeeding gen- 
eration may pay for the permanent paving. 
It is a municipal duty of the city to see that 
all streets are kept in condition to reflect 
credit on the administration. The condition 
of Peachtree has been a constant subject of 
ridicule ever since I have been in Atlanta.” 

W. J. KeHer, sales manager of the Buick 


company; John Lottridge, of the John Lot- 
tridge Motors company, and H. G. Martin, of 


the Oakland Motor company, expressed their 


approval of the editorial, and their\desire to 


do all within their power to get*Peachtree 
fixed up as soon as possible. 
Chief Collier’s Card. ; 

Following is Chief Collier’s statement in 
reply to Mr. Meador: 

“In this morning’s paper appeared a card 
from Mr. T. D. Meador, Jr., of the Meador 
Construction company, in reference to Peach- 
tree street paving being done by the city con- 
struction department. He* makes several 
objections thereto. 

“He states that should the city do the 
work there would be no inspection. This, 


of course, is ridiculous; the inspection would 


be even more critical. The foremen as well 
as the engineers would be inspectors and the 
work more closely watched than it would be 
possible under a contract. 

“As to a guarantee, during my twelve 

years in charge of the construction depart- 
ment of the city I have never known @ con- 
tractor to make repairs under his guarantee 
and but once have I known of a contractor 
reimbursing the city for repairs made after 
they had refused to make them. 
. *nder Mayor Maddox my charges for 
asphalt repairs had amounted to about $20,- 
000, and after a long wrangle a compromise 
was made for about $7,000. That is the only 
penny I have ever known Atlanta to get from 
a pavement guarantee. 

“There is nothing whatever in any ob- 
jection made by Mr. Meador worth consider- 
ng. 

‘T thought his bid was excessive and still 
so think—the highest I have ever known for 
so large a contract—more than the city 
should pay under present conditions, and 
more than we could pay by about $12,000. 
We have for the city’s share about $20,000 
and under Mr. Meador's bid the city’s part 
would call for some $32,000. I believe the 
work can be done in first-class manner for 
my approximate estimate, which calls for the 
city’s part of about $20,000. 

“Should the general council decide, be- 
cause of the war conditions, it best to make 
general repairs, I think for about $2,500 I 
could make the street passable from James 
to Pine, until next spring—but will condi- 
tions be any better next spring”? 

“With the hearty co-operation of all con- 
cerned, am certain we can ‘go over the top’ 
and give the city and the property owners 
full value for their money. Why not?

Washington, May  20.—(Special.)—The 
problem that concerns the members of con- 
gress most today is whether or not a revenue 
bill will be attempted at this session. 

If so, then the “July 1 adjournment,” so 
fondly nourished in both houses for the past 
fortnight, will go a-glimmering. 

It is strongly hoped that revenue legisla- 
tion can be deferred until December, even 
though the urgency of enactment before the 
beginning of the new calendar year is ap- 
parent. 

This hope is based on two or three sound 
arguments 

In the first place, the democrats see the 
absolute necessity for the control of the next 
house, and the party lines are so closely 
drawn now that it will naturally precipitate 
some warm party fights, in close districts, 
in the approaching campaigns. 

Revenue legislation, even in times of war, 
when the exigencies of the times dema 
abnomal resources, is 
scare-crow. There is every good reason to 
keep this ghost in the closet until after the 
November elections, if it can be arranged. 

This is said in the full realization of its 
true significance. 

Republicans will try to make political 
capital out of such legislation, despite the 
general fact that in all war legislation party 
lines have been subordinated to a nation’s 
needs in an hour of stress. But that is on 
the floor. I am talking now about back in 
the close home districts. 

This is a democratic administration, and 
to ‘pass additional revenue laws between 
now and the November elections will be used 
by the republicans—not all of them, but 
many of them—in an attempt to swing the 
gavel. 
| This may be talking out in school, but 
it is Just as well call a spade a spade. it 
is a fact; and democratic leaders know it. 

_ * * = 

Another, and perhaps paramount, reason 
why congress wants to defer such legisla- 
tion until the fall is the nervous desire of 
hundreds. of members, counting both 
branches, to get into their states and dis- 
tricts to look after their own political 
fortunes. 

Still another is the general belief that if 
the solons are permitted to go to their homes 
early in July they can do a tremendous

Aimed at Chicago University. 

The name of no university was men- 
tioned on the floor of the convention, 
despite a vigorous effort of Dr. J. J.

George, premier of England, that the 
British nation also adopt total prohibi- 
tion to aid further in the conservation 
of grain needed in the prosecution of 
the war as well as an agency to in- 
crease temperance. 

Adjournment of the convention was 
taken after a prolonged session which 
began during the morning. The next 
convention will be held in Atlanta, Ga, 
in May, 1919. 

Just before adjournment the conven- 

tion instructed its president, Dr. J. B,

necessary. 

Another discussion that was block- 
ed by the cloture rule, and which went 
over until the next convention, was 
the withdrawal of chaplains from army 
camps. It was held by some that th 
appointment of a Baptist chaplain wile 
against the doctrine of the churches, 
in that it included the combination of 
church and state.

geous. 

Foreign Missions—The work of for- 
eign missions was extended and pro- 
visions made for the denomination to 
enter Germany and Russia in the wake 


of the conquering armies of the allies. | 


Under those three general classifi- 
cations is put every other matter con- 
sidered, such as the selection of E] 
Paso, Texas, as the site for the tuber- 
culosis sanitarium of the denomina- 
tion; the inhibition placed upon preach- 
ers to prevent their performing mar- 
riage ceremonies for either one of a 
couple who has been divorced unless 
the divorce shall have been granted on 
scriptural grounds; the expression of 
dissatisfaction with the existing rule 
of the war department, which prevents 
strictly denominational work in army 
camps; the decision to aid negroes in 
the establishment of a theological sem- 
inary and mediation in the difficulties 
that have divided the negroes “of the 
denomination. 

To most of the delegates the out- 
standing feature of the convention 
was the spirit of patriotism that en- 
tered into almost every discussion that 
was had in the convention.

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HE WEDDED MISS KNIGHT 


Prosecution Introduces Letters 
to Prove Charge Against 
Dr. Johnson. 


Richmond, Va, May 20.—Letters by 
which the prosecution expects to prove 
that Dr. Leamel Johnson, Middlesex, 
N. C., dentist, was in love with Miss 
Ollie White, a Zebulon, N. C., music 
teacher, at the time he married 19- 
year-old Alice Knight, a stenographer, 
here last September, were admitted in 
evidence today at the trial of Johnson 
on charges of having poisoned his wife. 
Mrs. Johnson died snddenly here last 
December and shortly afterwards the 
22-year-old dentist attempted ‘o poison 
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himself in a hotel at Wilson, N. C. Dr. 
A. C. Williams, who attended Johnson 
at the time, testified today that the 
dentist declared he was not married 
to the young stenographer, whom he 
had met while attending a dental school 
here. Johnson, Dr. Williams testified, 
denied he was guilty of any “wrong- 
doing,” and explained that he ‘“mere- 
ly 1epresented himself as married to 
Alice Knight to help her out of trou- 
ble.” Earlier in the day witnesses for 
the prosecution said Johnson's ' mar- 
riage had been kept secret from his 
friends. ‘ 

The defense, however, already has 
offered in evidene a marriage license 
dated September 18, 1917, and at a pre- 
liminary hearing it was brought out 
thet the couple were married on that 
date ty the Rev. D. J. Johnson, a local 
preacher. 

Among the letters which the court 
admitted as having been written by 
Johnson just previous to his attempt to 
end his life was one to Miss White, 
in which he said: 

“Deor Ollie: I have loved you; you 
are the !dol of my heart. I can never 
bear the troubles which have overtaken 
me and I can never bear to endure it. 
You can never be happy while I live, 
so 1 am going to end it all. I want 
you to keep all the jewelry I evcr gave 
you. You may be ashamei to wear it, 
but keep it some way. Lif: would be 
a pleasure now if I had not been caught 
in a trap. God only knows what my 
troubles have been. I want you _ to 
come to my burial and look upon my 
face once more. Before I die I want 
to tell you I have always loved you. 
You are to come to my mind before I 
die. I want you to marry if you can 
find some one, for I don’t want you 
to go through life alone.” 

“We ‘will prove that Johnson was a 
victim of circumstances and so over- 
wrought he was not responsible,” de- 
clared Attorney Harry Mason, Jr., to- 
day, when asked upon what the defense 
would base its fight. 

W. G. Driver, of Norfolk, on the 
witness stand today, said Dr. Johnson 
told him he married Alice Knight “to 
save her.” This was after he first de- 
nied being married. 

Miss Lottie Holland, a stenographer 
in a Richmond bank, will be a witness 


against Dr. Johnson, it became known 
today. @ 

She appeared in the.courtroom today 
for the first time since the trial be- 
gan. Court had not yet convened and 
Dr. Johnson, who was peering from 
the prisoner’s room into the courtroom, 
beckoned to her. She entered the room 
and chatted with him until detectives 
noticed where she was. They called 
her out at once. 

Miss Holland, it was learned, was 
employed in Dr. Johnson's dental office 
in Middlesex, N. C. She ‘was. there 
when he received a telephone message 
from Richmond telling of his wife’s 
death. It is said Dr. Johnson told her| 
an old college chum of his had died.

Johnson City, May 20.—A mob at 
Erwin Sunday evening about 7 o'clock } 
burned the body of a negro named 
Tom Devert. After he had been shot 
twice through the head by one of a | 
party of four as he attempted to swim 
the river, dragging with him his vic- 
tim, a white girl, the 15-year-old daugh- 
ter of a blacksmith. The giri, with 
her 7-year-old brother. was on her 
way home, a mile beyond Erwin, when 
she was attacked by the negro in a 
secluded spot. 

Four young men who heard the girl's 
screams, rushed to her assistance. Her 
assailant dragged her to the river 
bank, phunged into the stream and at- 
tempted to swim with her to the other 
side. One of the men shot three times 
with a revolver, two of the bullets 
taking effect in the negro’s head. when | 
the bodies of the two were recovered, 
the girl was dead and the negro dying. 

The body of the negro was dragged 
back to town to the negro quarters, 
and the negro population of some 60 
or 70 forced to come out and line up,

Sergt. Ulrich the Victim--Three 
Mexicans Killed By Fire 
of Americans. 


McAllen, Texas, May 20.—Sergeant 
Herbért Ulrich, of Saginaw, Mich., 
member of an American border patrol, 
and at least three Mexicans were kill- 
ed today on the Rio Grande just be- 
low Hidalgo, Texas, when the patrol 
discovered a party of horse thieves 
attempting to smuggle stolen horses to 
the Mexican side to alleged Mexican 
raiders.

15,000 ‘Selectmen Will Begin 
Pouring Into Gordon Saturday 


Ohio Drafted Men to Come 
To Camp in Special Troop 
Trains, Five Each Day. 
Georgians Will Come in 

‘Scattered Contingents for 

Four Days. | 


Camp Gordon has been a compara- 
tively quiet military ‘center for the 
past several weeks since the arrival 
of the nucleus for its new personnel 
and the inauguration of a routine pro-" 
gram of training for them, but begin- 
ning next Saturday there is scheduled 
to take place a great increase in the 
activities of the reservation. 

This will be the result of the arrival 
of approximately 15,000 new men who 
are to aid in filling the ranks of the 
various organizations in course of for- 
mation at the camp. As previously 
published by The Constitution, 9,000 
will come from Ohio and’ 900 will come 
from this state. 

Just where the remainder of the 15.,- 
000 selectmen will come from has not 
been learned here, or at least it nas 
not been made public as yet. The pre- 
vailing opinion is that the remaining 
5,000 men will be representatives o? 
Illinois and Florida. It is also ru- 
mored that a large number of Keén- 
tucky national «guardsmen will be 
transferred here. 

The men from Ohio and Georgia will 
be selected men fresh from civilian 
walks of life, and they will receive 
their first military training at this 
camp. Uniforming and equipping the 
new men will also be a matter for the 
Gordon authorities to attend to. 

The Ohio men will come to this camp 
in four or five special trains daily for 
a period of five days. The first train is 
scheduled to arrive here about Sunday 
and the rest will follow at irregular 
intervals. 

The Georgians will come to camp in 
scattered county quotas reporting over 
a period of four days. So far as offi- 
cials are able to tell, all these men will 
be white.

The communique follows: 

“Headquarters American Expedition- 
ary Forces, May 19, 1918: 

“Section A—Aside from the activity 

the air forces on both sides the 
day was quiet at all points occupied 
by our troops. Our aviators brougnt 
down two hostile machines. 

“Section B—Reports in hand show a 
notable instance of bravery and de- 
votion shown by two soldiers of an 
American colored regiment operating 
in a French sector. Beiore daylight 
May 15 Private Henry Johnson and 
Private Roberts, while on sentry duty 
at sommes distance from one another, 
were attacked by a German raiding 
party, estimated at twenty men, who 
advanced in two groups. attacking ac 
once from flank and rear. 

“Both men‘fought bravely in hand- 
to-hand encounters, one resorting to 
the use of a bolo knife after his rifle 
jammed and _ (further fighting with 
bayonet and butt became impossible. 
There is evidence that at least one, 
and probably a second, jerman wWas 
severely cut. A third is known to 
have been shot. 

“Attention is drawn to the fact that 
the two colored sentries were first 
attacked and continued fighting after 
receiving wounds, and despite the use 
of grenades by a superior force. They 
should be given credit for preventing, 
by their bravery, the capture of any 
of our men. Three of our men were 
wounded, two by grenades. All are 
recovering and the wounds in two 
cases are slight. 

“Major Lufbery was killed in flight 
during which he had been in combat. 
He was seen to fall from his machine, 
which itself fell a short distance from 
him. He was possibly wounded or 
dead before he fell. Earlier reports 
State that he was at the time engaged 
in long-running fight and was flying 
upside down at 2,000 feet. 

“Last night one of our aviators en- 
gaged two German planes and brought 
down one in the vicinity of Apremont. 

“This morning Lieutenant Dougias 
Campbell, flying at 4,500 metres, 
brought down a hostile biplane in the 
vicinity of Flirey. The hostile plane 
fell within our lines. 

“On May 18 a descendant of one of 
the French officers who served wiih 
the American revolutionary forces, 
presented, in the name of the “<escend- 
ants of all such officers, a stand of 
national and regimental colors to two 
regiments of a_ newly-arrived Ameri- 
can division.

Shippings, oils, motors and utilities 
followed a similar course within nar- 
rower limits, reacting 2 to 4 pojatts, 
and standard rails cancelled the greater 
part of their 1 to 2-point advances.

— Reorganiza- 
tion of the army air service was com- 
pleted today by President Wilson, as 
his first act under the new law permit- 
ting him to readjust government de- 
partments for the war. -In an execu- 
,tive order, he directed that the air 
‘service be wholly divorced from the 
‘signal corps, and also that the func- 

‘tiofis of producing and. operating a 
chief of all kinds in the military serv- 

.ice be separated. 

* ‘The order formally creates a bureau 
‘of a chief production, described as an

(executive agency which “shall exercise

| full, complete and exclusive jurisdiction 
;}and comtrol. over the production of air- 
planes, airplane engines amd aircraft 
equipment for the uge of the army,” 
‘under a director of aircraft production 
'who shall also be chairman of the air- 
craft board. This gives full legal 


| status and power to John D. Ryan, re- 


‘eently appointed director of aircraft 
production and chairman of the air- 
craft board, and the order transfers to 
him all funds, lands, buildings and per- 
sonnel of the signal corps having to do 
with aireraft production. 

Similarly, the position of director of 
military aeronautics now held by Major 
General Wiliam lL. Kenly, is formally 
established and all funds, duties, equip- 
ment and personnel of the signal corps 
connected with the operation of air- 
craft and Dalloons and with the train- 
ing of aviators placed under his direc- 
tion. The signal corps reverts to its 
old functions, having to do only with 
army signalling and the transmission 
of military information.

No Compromise on Senate Probe. 


Senator Chamberlain’s resolution, 
which would authorize the senate mili- 
tary committee’s proposed aircraft and 
other war investigations, will come be- 
fore the senate Wednesday. Negotia- 
tions today between champions of the 
resolution and administration leaders 
opposing it were without result, and 
Senator McKellar, in charge of the 
measure, announced that he would call 
it up for action Wednesday regardless 
of whether a compromise is agreed 
upon. 

Administration forces during the day 
flatly rejected a substitute resolution, 
brought forth by Senator McKellar and 
Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, both 
military committee members, as the 
basis of compromise. They proposed to 
empower the committee to employ as- 
sistants, spend money and have sub- 
committees sit during a congressional 
recess in investigation of aircraft, ord- 
nance and quartermaster’s affairs of 
the army, but without using the lan- 
guage to which President Wilson ob- 
jected in the original resolution. The 
disagreement came on the plan for 
continuous inquiries by -sub-committee 
after congress adjourns. 

Various other compromise suggestions 
were made. Representatives of both 
sides expressed themselves as anxious 
to avoid an open conflict Wednesday 
and plan to continue their conferences 
tomorrow.
